STATE TROOPS 
IN READINESS 


May Be Necessary to Stop 


Track Gambling. 


NOW AWAITING DEVELOPMENTS 


While a Company of the State Guard 
at South Bend Is Under Waiting Or­ 
ders, It Will Not Be Instructed to 
Proceed to the Racetrack In Porter 
County 
Unless 
Further 
Develop­ 
ments Require Such Action. 
• 
Indianapolis, Oct. 21.—State troops, 
In readiness in South Bend, will not be 
order! (I to proceed to Porter county, 
where the Mineral Springs Jockey club 
is alleged to be conducting gambling 
in connection with a fifteen days’ race 
meeting, unless further developments 
necessitate such action, says Mark 
Thistlethwaite, secretary to Governor 
Marshall. 
Since tho application for a perman­ 
ent injunction will not lie heard by 
Judge Tut hill of the Porter Laporte 
superior court until ten days after the 
race meet 
has ended, the only re­ 
course, it is said, which the state has, 
if racing is to be stopped at once, is in 
calling on the national guard. 
“We are going to stop the gambling 
and we know how we are going to do 
it, but for the present we do not care 
to show our hand,” said Mr. Thistle­ 
thwaite, who is acting governor during 
the governor’s absence on a western ' 
campaign trip. 
Attorney General Honan also de­ 
clined to indicate the next move to be ! 
taken by the state, though he did not ! 
hesitate to say that troops, as a last 
resort, will be ordered to the "seat or, 
war.” 
“We are not bluffing,” said the at­ 
torney general. 
“The state will stop 
the gambling, and it will do it soon, j 
but we prefer not to reveal our plans. 
For certain reasons we withdrew' our ' 
application for a temporary restrain­ 
ing order, hut we will fight hard to 
procure a permanent injunction. 
We 
want to stop the racetrack gambling 
for all time to come. 
Something is 
going to happen during the next few 
days which will make it mighty inter­ 
esting for the racetrack gamblers.” 
The orders of Brigadier General 
George W. McCoy, adjutant general of 
Indiana, to Captain Guy E. Kimble of 
Sout'i Bend to hold Company F, Third 
infantry, Indiana national guard, in 
readiness to proceed on short notice 
to the Porter county racetrack were 
Issued following a conference between 
Secretary Thistlethwaite and the at­ 
torney general. 
While the secretary 
and attorney general declined to dis­ 
cuss their plans, it is presumed, in 
view' of the orders issued for troops to 
be held in readiness, that their next 
move will be to direct the South Bend 
guardsmen to proceed to Porter coun­ 
ty. 
Direct railroad connections would 
make if possible for the troops to 
reach the racetrack within a short 
time afb r moving orders were issued.

We met Senators Crane, McCumber, Curtis, Smoot, Burnham and others of 
the president's closest friends and advisers. They were confident in their as­ 
surances that the president would sign the bill. 
The comrades named felt no 
doubt of the result at least two months before the bill was signed. 
As we all know, President Taft put himself to great personal inconvenience 
In order to sign the bill and let it begin at once its beneficence to the veterans. 
The bill was not ready for his signature when he left for Princeton, NT. J. 
He 
made the journey back to Washington expressly to sign the bill. He reached 
the W hite House a little before ll p. rn., Saturday, May ll, affixed his signature 
seven minutes before midnight and had to leave Washington again the next 
day. Of these facts I was personally cognizant, as I w as present when the bill 
was signed.

Norfolk. 
Va., Oct. 21.—Tile Mer­ 
chants and Miners steam er Berkshire 
is at anchor in Lookout cove, near 
Cape Lookout, with smoke pouring 
from her closed hatches from a fire 
raging in her forward freight hold, 
awaiting the arrival of the revenue 
cutter Seminole, to take off the twen 
ty-one passengers the distressed veg 
sel has on board. 
With a high northeast gale and 
blinding rain sweeping tho coast, the 
Berkshire is practically sheltered from 
the storm in Lookout cove. 
The crew 
with the assistance of life-savers are 
attempting to subdue the flames. Life- 
savers, after considerable effort, man 
aged to reach the burning steamer, 
but made no effort to take off her pas­ 
sengers. 
The sea was so high it was 
considered dangerous to attempt to 
land tho passengers through the rag­ 
ing surf, and as the ship appeared to 
be in no immediate danger, they were 
told to remain on board until the Sem­ 
inole arrived. 
When the life-savers 
arrived th** crow on the Berkshire had 
been fighting the flames in the hold of 
the ship for twelve hours. 
The fury 
of tho pale prevented tho opening of 
hatch* s and the men had to content 
themselves with fighting the flames 
through tho intorior of the ship, and 
they were driven back time and again 
by 
the 
suffocating smoke. 
Under 
forced draft the Berkshire was headed 
for Cape Lookout, while her wireless 
operator sent out appeals for assist­ 
ance. 
W eather conditions were so un­ 
favorable to wireless communication 
that Ii* r calls were apparently un­ 
heard. for only one vessel came to her 
aid. 
This was tho Clyde line steam er 
Apache, wl ich was near by when she 
picked tip the Berkshire's call and 
with In two hours was alongside the 
burning ship. 
The Apache stood by the Berkshire 
for some hours, 
but did not enter 
fxx>kout cove with her. Captain Hart, 
commanding the Berkshire, brought in 
the big boat safely.

Amusing Reminiscence Concerning th e 
Capture of the British Sloop 
Margaretta in 1775. 


In the town of Machias, in eastern 
Maine, where on May ll, 1775, took 
place the “Lexington 
of the 
seas,” 
the capture of the British sloop Mar­ 
garetta by 
the 
townspeople 
under 
command of Capt. Jeremiah O’Brien, a 
little newspaper called the 
Eastern 
Star was printed for a year or two, be­ 
ginning in 1814. 
From a single copy 
preserved through all these years In 
a Maine family is here reprinted for 
the first time a reminiscence of the 
editor 
concerning 
the 
redoubtable 
O’Brien, who, after the Margaretta’s 
capture, became the terror of the seas 
to the British in the provinces:

interrupted the conversation and ask­ 
ed:

H e captured the town 
of S anta Lucrecia. which he now oc­ 
cupies afte r having garrisoned Sierra 
Blanca. 
The governm ent forces have 
not yet attacked Vera Cruz. T hey are 
being mobilized at T ejeria, a station 
on the Mexican railroad, by General 
Bol tra rn. who is aw aiting reinforce 
m ents from the north. 
E ight hundred 
of these m en will 
probably arrive 
here today. 
Four hundred men with. 
artillery have left Tt xcoco for Tej*'- 
ria.

Interests of Mexico.

"The Unpardonable Sin" was the 


subject of the sermon delivered by 
Dr. Biederwolf to an audience of 
three thousand people at the taber- 
nacle Sunday evening, and it was 
one' of the most effective that the 
evangelist has predched. It was 
partly a lecture on psychology, and 
the preacher presented a very im- 
pressive line of proof to show how 
dangerous it is to trifle with the 
:alls to the higher life. 


He explained the natural tendency 


of a brain cell to repeat a thought 
that is born in it, and to keep on re- 
peating it with less effort at each 
succeeding action, until finally that 
thing we call habit is formed. The 
man who resists the first call of God 
finds it easier to resist the second, 
and so on. until he has allowed his 
mind and heart to become so cal- 
loused that nothing makes anv im- 
pression on it, and God simply lets 
him alone. It is in -allowing himself 
to get in such a condition of mind, 
that a man commits the unpardon- 
able sin. 


The evangelist gave a very force- 


ful illustration of this fact. He ex- 
plained that the great majority of

Track Gambling. 


HOW AWAITING DEVELOPMENTS 


While a Company of the State Guard 


at South Bend Is Under Waiting Or- 
ders, It Will Not Be Instructed to 
Proceed to the Racetrack in Porter 
County 
Unless Further 
Develop- 


ments Require Such Action. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 21.—State troops, 


in readiness in South Bend, will not be 
ordered to proceed to Porter county, 
where the Mineral Springs Jockey club 
Is alleged to be conducting gambling 
n connection with a fifteen days' race 
meeting, unless further developments 
necessitate such action, says Mark 
Thistlethwaite, secretary to Governor 
Marshall. 


Since the application for a perman- 


ent injunction will not be heard by 
Judge Tuthill of the Porter-Laporte 
superior court until ten days after the 
race meet 
has ended, the only re- 


course, it is said, which the state has 
if racing is to be stopped at once, is in 
calling on the national guard. 


"We are going to stop the gambling 


and we know how we are going to do 
it, but for the present we do not cave 
to show our hand," said Mr. Thistl«- 
thwaite, who is acting governor during 
the governor's absence on a western 
campaign trip.

a veto of the Sulloway bill was one of the chief plays of his opponents and 
worked some injury to his popularity, as his adversaries had planned. That 
there was no truth in this every senator, representative and other public man 
could have known if he cared to inquire.

the president's closest friends and advisers. They were confident In their as- 
surances that the president would sign the bill. The comrades named felt no 
doubt of the result at least two months before the bill was signed. 


As we all know, President Taft put himself to great personal inconvenience 


In order to sign the bill and let it begin at once its beneficence to the veterans. 
The bill was not ready for his signature when he left for Princeton, N. J. He 
made the journey back to Washington expressly to sign the bill He reached 
the White House a little before 11 p. m., Saturday, May 11, affixed his signature 
seven minutes before midnight and had to leave Washington again the next 
;day. Of these facts I was personally cognizant, as I was present when the bill 
•was signed.

Life- 
savers, after considerable effort, man- 
aged to reach the burning steamer, 
but made no effort to take off her pas- 
sengers. The sea was so high it was 
considered dangerous to attempt to 
land the passengers through the rag- 
Ing surf, and as the ship appeared to 
be in no immediate danger, they were 
told to remain on board until the Sem- 
inole arrived. When the life-savers 
arrived the crew on the Berkshire had 
been fighting the flames in the hold of 
the ship for twelve hours.

Maine, where on May 11, 1776, took 
place the "Lexington of the seas." 
the capture of the British sloop Mar- 
garetta by the townspeople under 
command of Capt. Jeremiah O'Brien, * 
little newspaper called the Eastern 
Star was printed for a year or two, be- 
ginning in 1814. From a single copy 
preserved through all these yean In 
a Maine family is here reprinted for 
the first time a reminiscence of the 
editor concerning 
the redoubtable 


O'Brien, who, after the Margaretta's 
capture, became the terror of the seaa 
to the British in the provinces: 


"To give some idea of the estima- 


tion in which O'Brien was held by the 
inhabitants of the British province 
during the Revolutionary war, we will 
relate an anecdote which was told to 
us by a respectable gentleman in the 
province of New Brunswick: A loyal 
Scotch pair, somewhat advanced In 
life, were called on by one of their 
neighbors, who related to the 'gude 
men' an account of a great destruction 
of shipping in the Island of Jamaica 
by a hurricane. The 'gude auld wlfey,' 
whose' hearing was somewhat Im- 
paired, caught the sound of 'destruc- 
tion of shipping," in the course of the 
conversation between her husband and 
the neighbor. 'Destruction of shipping' 
at that day was closely associated with 
the name Jeremiah O'Brien, and the 
old lady, in broad Scotch, which we 
will not attempt to imitate, innocently 
interrupted the conversation and ask- 
ed: 


"'Was It Jere O'Brien that did 


that?' 


"The husband indignantly replied: 
"'No, . . . it was a far more 


powerful hand; it was God Al- 
mighty.'"

nesses when the senate committee in- 
vestigating campaign funds resumed

hearings 
today were 
Thomas 


P. Ryan and George W. Perkins. There 
may be one or two other witnesses. 
But at the close of the hearing tomor- 
row, the committee will suspend work 
until after election. It is the general 
opinion here that this will mark the 
close-of the inquiry, for it is doubtful 
if Interest in it survives after election 
day. 


The committee will not be unani- 


mous in its report if it takes a decided 
•stand on any of the phases of the 
hearings. 
Senator Clapp, the chair- 


man, will not subscribe to any report 
^condemning 
or 
criticising Colone! 


Roosevelt. 
This suggests the strong 


:probability of a divided report. 


Chairman Clapp says that a statute 


•will certainly be passed at an early 
:dty forbidding contributions to bien- 
nial elections of congressmen. 
He 


adds that there will be a movement to 
'hold all the presidential primaries in 
all the states on the same day as a 
means of lessening the rivalry that 
fattens campaign funds. 
As to just 


how far the committee will go in con- 
demning anybody there Is some doubt, 
but it seems likely that the facts -will 
be allowed for the most part to carry 
their own suggestions for the future 
and that the committee will refrain as 
far as possible from any specific rec- 
ommendations.

Chicago, Oct. 21.—Accompanied by 


Mrs. Roosevelt, Miss Ethel, Theodore, 
jr., Dr. Lambert, the Roosevelt family 
physician; Dr. Scurry Terrell, the spe- 
cialist \vho accompanied the colonel on 
his speaking tour and who was with 
him when the bullet from Schrank's 
pistol in Milwaukee brought the speak- 
ing tour to an end, and the colonel's 
two* secretaries, Martin and McGrath, 
Colonel Roosevelt left over the Penn- 
sylvania railroad at 8:15 o'clock this 
morning and will arrive in New York 
tomorrow morning.

UNITED STATES MAYINTERFERE 


London, Oct. 21.—In their advance 


on Adrianople. where the Turks have 
massed one division of their army, 
the llnlgars are pushing on stead- 
ily. 
Encouraged by their victory at 


Miistiipha. I'asha, the door of Adrian- 
ople' on the northern frontier, one div- 
ision of the arn-.y of Bulgaria is push- 
Ing along both banks of the Meritza. 
The right wing is moving across the 
heights commanding the valley of 
Arda and the advancing guard is cap- 
turing and blowing up bridges on the 
road to Advianople. 


A second division of the Bulgars is 


said to be shelling Kirk-Killish. where 
already there has been severe fighting 
and the capture of that town, thirty- 
two miles from Adrianople. is said to 
be imminent. Further details of the 
battle between the Greeks and Turks 
at Klassen in Thessaly on Saturday 
show that the Greeks captured that 
town after a spirited engagement. The 
Turks, finding they had been out- 
flanked, retreated. 
They left seven 


guns behind them and the Greeks cap- 
tured eighty prisoners. The Greek ad- 
vance guard has captured a village 
twenty miles from the Turkish fron- 
tier. 


Eleven Greek warships have been 


seen oTi tlie Turkish island of Lemno* 
and a bombardment there is expected. 
The Montenegrins have captured Pla- 
va and C'ussinje on their advance upon 
Scutari.

Broken Rail Causes a Kentucky Excur-

Hopkinsvillo, Ky.. Oct. 21.—A broken 


rail caused an excursion train on the 
Illinois Central to leave the tracks at 
Green's Crossing, six rciles from here, 
about S o'clock Sunday morning, and 
at least fifty passengers were injured, 
while most of the

aboard were badly shaken up.

accident occurred on top of an em- 
bankment ten feet high and the four 
passenger coaches plunged off, three 
of them turning over on their sides as 
they fell.

Word Has Gone Forth From This Gov- 


ernment That the Line of Communi- 
cation From Mexico City to Tampico 
on East Coast, Must Be Kept Open 
In Order That Foreigners May Have 
a Safe Exit. 


Mexico City, Oct. 21.—The report 


that Gen. Zozaya, chief of the Thirti- 
eth battalion, has joined the revo-lur 
tiouists under Gen. Felix Diaz at Vera 
Cruz with GOO men, is confirmed by the 
war department. He captured the town 
of Santa Lucrecia, which he now oc- 
cupies after having garrisoned Sierra 
Blanca. The government forces have 
not yet attacked Vera Cruz. They are 
being mobilized at Tejeria, a station 
on the Mexican railroad, by General 
Boltram, who is awaiting reinforce- 
ments from the north. Eight hundred 
of these men will probably arrive 
'here today. Four hundred men with, 
artillery have left Texcoco for Teje- 
ria. 


The news published here in regard 


to the situation at Vera Cruz is very- 
Inaccurate, as the government controls 
the newspapers, and all sorts of stories 
are being printed. Some of the untrue 
statements printed are that General 
Felix Diaz is a prisoner; that he and 
General Ordaz have been assassinated 
and that General Zozoya (who has 
gone over to the rebels) is bombarding 
Vera Cruz. 


Montgomery Schuyler, jr., the Amer- 


ican charge d'affaires, has been in- 
formed that tlie consuls at Vera Cruz 
have organized a committee of safety 
among the citizens to protect the for- 
eigners at that place. It is reported 
that 300 prisoners in the historic for- 
tress of San Juan Ulua at Vera Cruz 
mutinied. 
The 
Mexican gnnboats 


which are still loyal to the govern- 
ment bombarded the fortress, killing 
the 300 prisoners. Three hundred %nd 
fifty engineers of the geodetic survey- 
offered their services to the govern- 
ment to go to fight the rebels.. Their 
offer was accepted, but when the men 
arrived at Vera Cruz they joined the 
rebels. 


The careful planning which it is now- 


apparent preceded the Diaz revolt is 
taken as an indication that Felix Diaz 
has behind him some of the best 
brains and a good deal of the wealthy 
Interests of Mexico. While it is being 
rumored that Porfirio Diaz, the exiled 
president, is supporting his nephew. 
It is believed here that there is little 
significance in these reports. Wh2e 
It is admitted in observant circles that 
the success of Diaz would probably 
result in at least a temporary cessa- 
tion of disorders, foreigners here are 
not at all convinced that he is big 
enough or strong enough to hold in
